At Gary other Bteel jaws lift it and oarry it to the furnaces. 

It. is melted and great machines pour it out. It is divided 
into huge ingots, and these, whito hot, are oarxied to the first 
part of the rolling mill.’ Still no man’s hand has touched that 
iron. No slave has tolled under its weight.
